TWIN FALLS - Gov. John Evans, 
flexing Uic muscle ol Democratic 
Party regulars; led challenger Phil 
Batt In a random telephone survey of 
Magic Valley voters last week. 

In a Times-News straw poll of 313 
residents In the elght-counly area, 
those who Intended to vote — 301 — 
favored the Incumbent governor' ' ■ 
over his Republican lieutenant gov- 
ernor by a margin of 50 percent to 38 
percent, with 12 percent of tho^ 
responding undecided at the end of 
last week. 

Although only 4 percent of those 
who volunteered responses to our 

"surveysald'they-dWnot-lntend-to-' 
vote. 32 percent of the 442 people 
called preferred not to r^pond. 

-SomeT:lted""sccrct-baIIot" reasons 
for not responding, others hung up or ' 
Indicated that they didn't know any-. . 
thing about the races, and a couple of 
the persons sold they weren't citi- 
zens. 

County clerks In the Magic Valley 
have predicted that between a third 
and a half of all eligible voters will 
cast tiallots In the general election on 
Nov.2. - ■

Evans also scored well among 
Independents. leading Batt 53 per- 
cent to 33 percent, with the re- 
mainder und«Wed." 
— Fewonhe'poirspartlelpants'ln- 
dicated "stral^t-tlcket" responses. 
Tbosc tabulating' the survey noticed 
a couple of Interesting points. 

First, a lot of people offered an 
opinion on the Batt-Evans race. Sev- 
eral Indicated that-the conttoversial- 
comic txHik was. as one Republican 
put It. "a dl9gu3tlng thing . . . Batt 
Should have stopped 11." In all those 
cases, Evans got the nod. Among 
tribse who mentioned the rlght-to- 
work Issue, Batt won the vote. 

A number of respondents said they 
were disgusted with the entire 
campaign for governor, Indicating 
that the race had gotten away from 
the Issues and into mudsllnglng. 

Second, the race between U.S. 
Rep. George Hansen, a Republican, 
and his Democratic challenger, 
Rlchard"Stamngs, was almost a 
straight-party vote. Most Democrats 
whooffored comments hated Hansen 
as passionately as the Republicans 
\vho commented loved him: The 
ratio of Republican to Democratic 
voters In this race probably will tell 
the story as a result. 

Overall, Hansen led Stalllngs 48 
percent to 38 percent, with "Re- 
publicans favoring Hansen, 68 per*

Hassan's remarks indicated that, as 
expected, there were no dramatic 
breakthroughs in the Arab-U.S. talks. 
But they also indicated that the Arabs 
want to move toward negotiations, 
and arc willing to give serious consid- 
eration to Reagan's Sept. 1 proposals 
fora~brt)ad;negotlatedsettlement. 

Hassan said the Arabs came here 
with two documents. Reagan's plan 
and their 'owi-dcclaratkm-from-thc..,, 
Fez summit of the Arab League in 
September.

38 rescued from burning boat 

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Thlr^-elght persons 
were rescued enrly Saturday from the burolng 8S-(oot 
pleasure boat. Final Ista. 37 mtles off San I Jils Obispo. 

At 4:15 a.m. the Flnallsta radioed that Its engine 
room was on flrc and that one ot its passengers had 
suffered an apparent licart attack. 

Five minutes later the Coost.Giurd dispatched three 
helicopters and then sent a Ciao, a cutter and an ice 
breaker. 

The fishing vessel Marauder heard the Finallsla's 
message and reported it was only 10 miles away and In 
si^t of the stricken ship. 

By 5 :28 a.m. all 38 aboard the FInalista were removed 
to various Coast Guard craft or the Marauder.'They 
were transported to the San Luis Obispo area and the 
heart attack victim was hospitalized In stable condition. 

The Const Guard said that four hours after the 
original radio message the Flnallsta had completely 
burned and was ready to sink.

WASHINGTON — Former White Houseprcss 
secretary George Reedy, to get a lot off his cliest, 
has written a book about Lyndon B. Johnson. Reedy 
caijs It a "memoir" and many of those memories 
obviously were very painful for him. It could have-- -- 
been called "Feelings." 

Jolinson would have hated the Reedy literary 
catharsis. Nor will other members of the Johnson 
family like it. ' 

LBJ comes off as a towering political figure on , 
the landscape of American history, but the accent is 
"on the negative In terms of his personality and; 
conduct. 

He sees Johnson as a paradox, as most close 
observers did — a mass of contradictions. He 
speaks of the tali Texan as paranoidal with a deep 
Inferiority complex. 

The book, "Lyndon B. Johnson — a Memoir" by 
George Reedy, Nlcman professor of Journalism at 
Marquette University. 

Of Johnson, he writes, there Is "no doubt about his 
nastlncss In dealing with Individual human beings. 
But neither can there be any real doubt about his " 
sincerity In trying to do something tor Uie masses. 
His feelings for blacks, Chlcanos, dirt farmers were 
not felgntxl. He felt Uielr plight and surtcrcd with 
them " as long as they did not get too close." 

"Of all his qualities, however, the most Important 
was that he knew how to make our form ot 
government work. This Is an art that has been lost 



since his passing and we arc suffering heavily as a 
result." 

He pulls no verbal punches on the nation's SGth 
president, describing him as "a bully, sadist, lout 

-and cgotist'i whose ambition and personal ity.was

General Motors Corp. will have 
14,000 robots at work by 1990, says GM 
economist" H. Paul Root. The robots 
will Improve quality control and lower 
production costs, Root says. 

The Increased use of robots means 
Jobs lost in the GM and Chrysler 
plants will not be available again. And ■ 
It means the auto Industry will be 
employing fewer people In five years 
than It la today. 

The steel Industry is undergoing- 
similar changes. 

Foreign competitors with modem 
factories can produce more steel 
more cheaply than U.S. producers 
with 20th century open-hearth 
furnaces, despite the added expense 
of shipping the product halfway ' 
around the world, according to the 
Steel Tripartite Advisory Committee.

Retiring public defender: 
Give rehabilitation a try

•TWIN FALLS — In a sense, public defender Mike 
Wall' presence In a Twin Falls County courtroom was 
as predictable as a sunrise. 

Whether ft be during his 20 months as a deputy 
prosecutor or during his three-year stint as the county's 
rirst full-time public defender, Walz could usually be 
round arguing a criminal case, trading, quips with 
colleagues In the Courthouse hallways and offices, or 
planning a strategy to win some point of law at a later 
date. 

His tenure came to a clos«i Thursday. And while Walz' 
departure to take a Job with the Ada County public 
defender's office con't be called the end of an era, It 
certainly robs the area's legal community of a colorful 
character. 

The length of his term as public defender surprised 
even him when he realized he had been at the job since 
Oct. 1, 1979. For some reason, he had lost track, 
thinking he had started the Job a year later. 

"Three yearsl Amazing!" he said. "I knew I was 
getting tired of It." 

HIb longevity was In marked contrast to the high 
turnover found among the county's othcr,publlcly paid 
lawyers, many of whom came and went during Wnlz' 
tenure at the Courthouse. 

Added to that was'Walz' penchant for the unusual. 
The lawyer could — and frequently did — match a 
three-piece suit with a pair of hiking boots.

molester. Under, certain circumstances, that .is an^ 
entirely responsllile recommendation." 

Although public opinion has been ijcrcelvcd as 
rejecting rehabilitation In favor of punishment. Walz 
argues that rehabilitation has not been given a chance. 

"I don't think they've ever really tried rthabllllation. 
I think they've tried to go halfway on each concept." ho 
says. Society "tries to doa little bit of rehabilitation and 
a little bit of punishment, and that doesn't work." 

Nor does Walz believe that the public, frustrated with 
crime. Is committed to longer prison terms for criml- 

"^■'T don't think that Is what the public wonts. I think 
what the public wants Is crime to be decreased or 
eliminated. And I don't think the public wants to spend 
n lot of money to do thai. If you look at those two 
factors, then you begin to see that they don't want Jail 
time because Jail time is not cheap, and It is not 

effective in reducing crime." 

. But that viewpoint Is often mitigated by Walz first 
Job — deputy prosecutor — which enables his next, 
breath to call for a return to "chain gangs" and public 
floggings. 

The logic Is not necessarily inconsistent, he says. 

Instead. It Implies support for more flexibility and 
innovation In criminal sentcnclngs, with an emphasis 
on administering -nrare severe punishment over a 
shorter period of time. 

Walz isn't' sure criminals ^el thCTmessage until 
they've been convicted for the second and third time. 

"I think the problem Is. especially with Juveniles, that 
fmme of t|iem are under thejmprKSlon that the Judicial 



system Is ail bark and not much bite. They continue 
their activities, and they find It's got a hell of a bile." 

And at that point. Judges have few options oUier thaii 
committing thedefendant to prison, he says. ■ ■ 

"1 think most people who commlt.crlmes agree they_ 
Should be punished. But they don't want to see their 
lives-ruined by that punishmcnt.-Whon-you put them- 
Into a prison for an extended period of time, you turn 
them into soclai-crippIcs,-nnd you often prevent.thcm . 
from ever becoming productive citizens." 
- Walz has been such an ardent voice" for criminal 
defendants that one almost forgets his unsuccessful 
1980 candidacy for county prosecutor. Bat now, he lias 
no Intention of returning to theother side of the table, 

"I find criminal defense work more rewarding, 
mainly because of being able to develop programfl to 
rehabilitate, whereas the prosecutor, asks for peniten- 
tiary and Jail time," Walz says. "That's what^hj's 
expeclied to do."" '\ .

TWIN FALI-S - Who benefits from' Increasing the 
homeowner's tax exemption, and who pays the lab, Is the 
debate surrounding Inlliallve No. 1 on the Nov. 2 ballot. 

The measure ~ commonly referred to as the 50/50 
initiative because It would mondulc that $50,000 or .'XI 
percent of a home's value be tax exempt ■- Is designed lo 
lower residential property taxes, while raising those taxes 
for utilities, businesses and farms. 

Supporters say this shift Is needed to make up for a iWO 
percent increase In residential property taxes since 1070. a ■ 
figure reached while the state's population has grown by 
only M percent. 

— Opponents-urgue-'lhat-lhemeasuro-would-glve-home- 
owners no real relief because businesses merely will pass 
the Increased taxes back to consumers in the form of 
higher prices. 

"Taxpayers were told by their legislators lo support all 
this tax relief of past years, like the One Percent Initiative; ::; 
but homeowners received none of it," says Ken Roblson of 
Boise, who has spearheaded the Initiative drive. "All the 
other types of property have received their tax relief, but 
not the homeowners. 

"We believe that this homeowner's exemption will put 
some equity back inlo our property-tax system." he says, 

But opponents claim the initiative will result In less than 
StOO in annual tax savings for must homeowners. In 
addition, they say the measure will shifl more of the total 
property-tax bill onto uliiltics and buslnusscs. causing 
higher rates-and higher prices tor consumers, 

"We're all for cutting resldcntlal^^roperty tax. but this Is 
not the way to do It." says opponent Jlni Morphey. ihu 
president of the Idaho Realtors Association, "To get real 
property-tax relief, you either have to cul governmonl 
spending or broaden your tax base with sales tax. gasoline 
tax and others.

No. 3 — Prohibits anti-nuclear laws

TWIN FALLS — Around the nation, as voters select 
candidates on Nov. 2, many will be voicing an opinion on 
the use' of nuclear power, either for electricity or 
weaponry. 

Two states have initiatives asking tor a ban on the use of- 
nuclcar-power plants or imposing other limltalions. Nine 
slates have measures asking for a nuclear-weapons freeze.^ 

Idaho also has a nuclear-energy initinflvc on the ballot. 
But it is the only state In the nation with a pro-nuclear 
measure. 

Initiative No. 3 prohibits the pas.<!agc of any laws that 
would -ban the use of nuclear energy, for generating 
electricity, unless the proposed measure-has been sub- 
mitted to the public at a general election. ■ 
The public vote, however, would be advisory, and would 



not prevent uvt Legislature irom acting in any mamier on 
the measure. 

In effect; the initiative would prevent the Legislature 
from banning the building of nuclear-power plants for 
generating elei^triclty unless the public is first allowed to- 
votcontheban.

Retiring in present economy considered 'chancy option'

At a time when the nation's economy seems to have quit 
~ working, many older Americans arc pondering long and 
hard whether to follow suit. 

Retirement- can-be a chancy option ■ these days.- Retire- - 

ment counselors say people arc concerned that the 
inflation rate could again hit double figures and erode 
post-retirement Income, that government, budget-cutters 
will slice away at the Social Security program, that the 
recession will bankrupt the companies they work for and 
threaten their pension benefits. 

But experts disagree on the effect the weak economy is 
having on retirement decisions. Some say there Is ;a 
"contfnulng trend toward'latcr' rctliemefit! Others' argue 
that the trend has been temporarily Interrupted by the 
recession, Still others say retirement is a decision dictated 
by personal and family situations and not by the latest 
Index of leading economic Indicators.. 

"People are approaching us exhibiting an uncertainty 
we haveA't'fiecn before because of the economy and the 
uncertainty about Social Security," said William FItch, 



who helps run the retirement planning program of the 
National Council on the Aging in Washington. "But I think 
people are going ahead with ratlrament^ and In many coses 
early retirement. A lot of people are just looking forward 
to retiring." 

Until a few years ago. It certainly seemed that an 
-Increasing number of people were IwWng forward to early^ 
retirement, despite the reduced Social Security and 
pension benefits they might hove to accept by retiring 
before age 65. 

According to Social Security Administration data, the 
average age of men opplyln'g for retirement awards In 19G2 
was C5.7 and the average age of women was 65.1. Only 1 1.9 
percent of men and 28.7 percent of women retiring that 
," year, weraage 62; 70.1 percent of the men and !i2,2 percent . 
of the women were 65or over. 

By 1979, the most current year tor the data, the average 
retirement age had dropped to 64 for men and 63.6 for 
women. Of the male retirees that year, 27.7 percent were 
62 and 51.7 were 6S or over. Of the women retirees, 43.5 
percent were 62 and 37.9 percent were CS and older. 

But a reversal In that early retirement trend was 
expected after Congress amended the Age Discrimination . 



in Employment Act in 1978. The amendment, which many 
senior citizen groups lobbied for, In effect raised the cap of 
mandatory retirement to 70 from 65 by prohibiting 
employers from Involunl&rily retiring employees under 70 
solely on the basis of age. 

The impact of the amendment Is still being sorted out by 
"personnel chlefSand retirement counselors. 

A 1980 survey ot employees age ^ and over by the 
Travelera Insurance Companies of Hartford. Conn..- 
showed that people nearing retirement age planned to 
keep their Jobs longer. Of the 2,500 employees surveyed, 12 
percent said they planned to retire before age 62 and 22 
percent said they planned to continue working post 65. 

But among employees 62 to 65. 43 percent said they 
planned to continue working past C5. Paul Hagstrom, a 
second vice president for personnel at Travelers, said the 
survey indicated a "slight trend toward later retirement." 

"People are holdlngon to their Jobs a little longer to get a 
handle on their finances and the economy," he said. "But 
they aren't holding on indefinitely. Many are Just working 
toward a specific goal, Just waiting for an anniversary of 
significance or for a spouse to retire." 

But for John McBride, there isn't enough evidence yet to 



declare a shift toward later retirement. "That trend hasn't 
materialized," he said. "People arc still retiring at an 
average age of about 02, even In this economy." 

McBride is Midwestern region coordinator in Oes 
Plaihes. III., for Action for Independent Maturity, an 
Amerlcnn_Assoclatlon.oLRctlred-Pcrson8 division that 
helps companies set up pre-retirement planning programs 
for employees. 

At the National Council on the Aging, which also sets up 
pre-retirement programs for companies, Fitch said the 
uncertainty about the economy and Social Security may 
spur some people to retire early. 

"A lot of people say they are worried that the eligibility 
age for Social Security could be lifted to 68, and they wont 
to retire before that happens." he said. "Many of themi also 
feel Social Security benefits won't be drastically cut In the 
future or, at least, that cuts won't affect thcee already 
retired." 

Thomas Wood, a senior partner at Hewitt Associales.-a 
Lincolnshire-based employee benefits and actuarial coti* 
suiting firm, said the sour economy has intemqited the 
trend toword later, retirement especially i^mong. 
employees of distressed "firins.

But the two men — Gov. John Evans and 
Lt. Gov.

"Public service is a tradition In my 
lamlly," says Evans, the 57-year-old Demo- 
cratic lncuinl)enl. "It's something that's 
been a basis for my life — and for tlie Ideals 
of integrity and honesty 1 try to live up to." 

Evans' political roots extend back to the 
tcrrilorlal Le^ature, In which his grandfa- 
ther, David Evans, served In 18S2. The 
Evans patriarch remained In public office 
for 43 years, serving as speaker of the House 
and finishing his career In the Idaho Senate. 

Starthig as a rancher, farmer and busi- 
nessman, John Evans perhaps has pursued 
his political career- more aggressively. It 
began with his election as mayor of Molad 



and Includes multiple terms in the state 
Senate, where he was named both minority 
leader and, during one term of Oemocrotlc 
dominance, majority leader. ' 

After being elected lieutenant governor In 
1^74, Evans was appointed governor on Jan.- 
24, 1977, to replace Cecil .Andnis, who 
resigned to become the U.S. Interior De- 
partment secretary under President Carter. 

Evans was elected to his first full term In 
1978, beating Republican nominee Allan 
Lorsen by 58 .8 percent to 39.5 percenL 

Batt. the 55-year«Id GOP nominee,

A chemical engineering, student for two 
years. Batt dropped out of the Unlvoslty of 
Idaho after his father was In a snlons car 
accident and the family's Wilder form 
needed immediate attention. 

"I never went back to school," Batt says, 
acknowledging that otherwise, he might 
have become on engineer, rather than a 
successful farmer. 

But Batt Is proud of his farming heritage,

TWIN FAi:l-S - Whether the discussion is 
on economics, taxes, the mllilnry or public 
lands,. Republican George Hansen and 
Democrat Richard Staliings rarely agree. 

Hansen, Idaho's six-term congressman 
> from the 2nd Dislricl. is being challenged hy 

Stnlllngs in his bid (or re-election. 
— A- relative -newcomer to Idaho politics, 
StalUngs Is the history department 
chairman at Ricks College, He Is staging his 
'first campaign lor public otilce. . 

A veteran campaigner. Hanscn,.S2, Is one 
of. President Ronald Reagan's staunchest 
supporters, and as such, expounds the 
virtues of supply-side economics. 

Hansen Is optimistic that the nation Is 
nearing a reversal of current recessionary 
trends. A Pocatello resident, he advocates a 
three-phase plan for Improving the U,S. 
economy; 

• Cutting "billions of dollars" from un- 
necessary federal spending, including 
cracking dovm on food-stamp fraud and 
military "frill" cxpcndllurcs, such as new 
officer clubs and administration complexes. 

• Passing a constitutional amendment 
that wodd require a balanced budget. He 
believes this Is the only solution to deficit- 
spending, since balancedjiudget laws can 



Iw reversed. 

• Implementing broad-based tax rcTorni, 
Including adoption of a flat-rate Income tax. 
reducing' "harassment techniques" by the 
Internal Revenue Service and reducing 
overall taxes so people retain more ol tlielr ' 
earnings to spend In American markets. 

Hansen's general philosophy Is that cut' 
ting taxes and curbing federal spending will 
result in spurring the economy by at least S . 
-pefcent.- a move he-says.wlll.bring.in.an 
additional $35 billion In federal revenue to 
offset the natlgpal dcfictl. 

Hansen 1^ critical of Staliings* party 
affiliation and the Democrats' "refusal to 
vote for a balanced-budget amendment. 

But Staliings stresses balancing tlie fed- 
eral budget as one of his strategies for 
restoring the economy. 

"Our crisis Is caused by high Interest 
rates, and to bring them down, we have to 
balance the budget, collect delinquent taxes 
and stimulate business so revenues will 
increase." he says. 

Perhaps the area where the two differ the 
most on economic recovery Is the recent 
$98.3 billion tax Increase Reagan suc- 
cessfully requested. 

Hansen opposed the action, saying It 
moved away from Reagan'sorlglnal couric. 
He believes the economy cannot get moving 
unless taxes arc cut so pi>ople haye more 



cash to spend. - - ' 

Staliings. however, supported the tax 
hike, saying It "was the bitter pill we all had 
to swallow in order to get the national deficit 
down to a level where our economy can start 
moving again." 

Without the tax increase. Slalllnf^s says 
the federal deficit would have l>ecn much 
larger than the existing SlfiO billion and 
wot^d have resulted in further tying up of 
■loan.nioney and would have pushed interest 
rates even higher. Instead, he notes that, 
interest rates have declined since the tax 
increase was passed. . 

Staliings and Hansen also disagree over 
mllltaiy ^lending, although they both 
advocate a strong defense. 

Hansen says the defense budget should be 
cut, but only In terms of waste and luxury 
items. He supports new weapon systems and 
says IbC'Unilcd States has waited (oo long to 
txilstcrllsmllitary. 

■•After all, you don't want to send your son 
towartnavchlcicoldcrlhanhcls." 

Stnlllngs adovcates a strong defense, but 
he Insists "that "the rule of matching reve- 
nues with expenditures must be followed In 
peacetime." He says that many of the new 
weapon proposals need to be scrutinized for 
duplication or for the possibility that they 
may liccamcoutdatcd too soon. 

Stnlllngs says balancing the budget in 



order to spur the economy must have 
priority over military expenses, and he 
criticizes Reagan for insisting on tiic largest 
peacetime, military budget in the nation's 
history. 

On the domestic, social-services front. 
Hansen advocates changing Social Security 
into "a true insurance program, where 
people pay Into their own account, rather 
Uian having the system rely on other funds, 
subject to political whims." - 
~ lie also wants.to cut waste and fraud from 
social programs "twforc the taxpaylng 
public gets so fed up . . . that tfacy reject 
everything, including the legitimate re- 
quirements of the needy," 

Staliings wants to sec more focus on 
educational and training programs to re- 
duce Americans' dependency on welfare 
programs. . < 

"Our nation is dedicated to helping thdse 
who arc in need," he says. "Granted, many 
of our poverty programs have foiled, but 
that docs not mean we should turn our backs 
on the poor. 

"The .safety net must be strcnthened by a 
stronger commitment to educational and 
retraining programs," he says. "To elimi- 
nate poverty, we must eliminate Ignorance. 
By helping people acquire skills, we help 
them develf^ pride. .And I believe most 
pet^le will work If ^ven an opportunity."
